Pars, Aprilxrx. The River Aude, pretty 
far below Narbonne fpreads if felf into a fort 
of a Lake which communicates with the Sea 
at one Outlet. The Romans made a Canal 
from the Outlet through that wide fhallow 
kind of a Lake to the Place where the Aude 
grows narrow and deep ; in which Canal 
there is always 25 Foot Water, and being 
alfo of a good Breadth, large Veffels can go 
up it from the Sea to Narbenre: But the 
Sea in the Guif of Lyens throwing up a 
great deal of Sand, the Mouthof that Canal 
was fo choak’d up, that no Veiffels could 
enter it, and many have been wreck'd near it 
in bad Weather, there being no Port to run 
into on the Coaft thereabouts. 

Whereupon, a Projeé& was form’d of ma- 
king a Port at this Outlet call’d Gran de Ia 
Nouvelle, by Means of a Mole or Bank of 
Stone, the Head of which is to ftand about 
300 Paces into the Sea, and which will na- 
-turally keep the Entrance into the aforefaid 
Canal clear and open, fo that the largeft 
trading Ships may go up it: For the Sand 
will ftop upon the Back of the Mole, and 
there will be 15 Foot Water before it in thofe 
Places where there is now but 2 or 3. 

A Plan of this Project being carried to
